SHIP SUNK, SO NAZI 


GENERALS, ADMIRAL 


SWIM ON TO NORWAY, 


Splash 200 Yards to Shore, 
Refuse to Surrender, Ride 
to Oslo in Taxi. 


BERLIN, April 12 (AP).—Two 
German generals, an admiral, a 
naval captain and a military pho- 
tographer completed their journey 
to Norway by swimming the last 
200 yards through icy water cov- 
ered by oil so hot that it burned 
their bodies. 

The five, according to a report 
reaching here today through mili- 
tary channels, were on a German 
cruiser which was sunk Tuesday 
by Norwegian shore batteries. 

With four pistols, some money 
and a water-tight can of exposed 
film, they managed to reach the 
rocky shore, where several Nor- 
wegian soldiers demanded that they 
surrender. The Germans refused 
and the soldiers withdrew to get 
help, they said. 

Then the bedraggled high-rank- 
ing officers held a “staff confer- 
ence,” at which they decided to 
destroy the films because the pho- 
tographer had pictured events 
which would interest the enemy. 

They reported that in a few min- 
utes the Norwegian soldiers re- 
turned, but were in a more friendly 
mood. Supplied with dry clothing 
by the Norwegians, the Germans 
went to Oslo by taxicab. 


ALLIES REPORTED PREPARING 
TO SEIZE DANISH STEAMERS 


NEW YORK, April 12 (AP).—In- 
formed shipping authorities said to- 
day that England and France were 
preparing to seize the Danish mer- 
chant marine fleet. 

These sources, Danish in origin, 
said the Allies planned to take the 
ships under the theory that Den- 
mark lost its neutrality when it 
allowed Germany to take over the 
country. 

Denmark’s fleet consisted of 705 
vessels of 1,174,944 gross tons at the 
start of 1939. 


HONGKONG, April 12 (AP).— 
All Norwegian and Danish ships 
engaged in the China coastal trade 
are reported being assembled by 
British authorities at Hongkong. 

Eleven such ships now are here.

NEW YORK, April 12 (AP).—A 
German short wave broadcast 
picked up by the CBS listening sta- 
tion late today said a British de- 
stroyer was sunk north of Narvik, 
Norway, and that “additional de- 
stroyers have been accounted for.” 

In the German broadcast the no- 
torious “Lord Haw Haw” said, “In 
an encounter with a 
cruiser, a British destroyer was so 
badly hit that she broke in two 
and sank forthwith. Part of the 
crew was rescued by the German 
cruiser.” 


BERLIN, April 12 (AP).—Eight 
of Britain’s most modern bomb- 
ers were shot down by German, 
Messerschmitt fighting planes when 
they attempted to raid German 
bases on the Norwegian coast to- 
night, DNB, the. official news 
agency, reported. 

In London, the British Air Min- 
istry announced tonight that five 
British warplanes were brought 
down by the Germans while king 
reconnaissance flights ov the 
North Sea and Skagerrak today.

WASHINGTON, April 12.— 
President Roosevelt defended to- 
day his proposed abolition of the 
Air Safety Board of the Civil Aero- 
nautics Authority and the putting 
of the entire CAA “within the 
framework” of the Commerce De- 
partment, as announced in his re- 
organization plan No. 4, which was

The proposed change in the status 
of the CAA has met opposition in 
Congress, and Senator Pat McCar- 


ran (Dem.), Nevada, who sponsored 
the original CAA legislation, de- 
clared yesterday that the Presi- 
dent’s proposal would be “the worst 
aviation blunder since the army 
carried the mail.” 

At his press conference today the 
President emphasized that the func- 
tions of the Air Safety Board would 
not be abolished and that the 
work done by the board would be 
carried On by the Authority. This, 
he said, would enable the Govern- 
ment to save three top salaries. 
By putting the CAA itself into the 
Commerce Department, he _ con- 
tinued, he would eliminate one more 
direct report to the President. If

German high comman announced 
that raids on Trondheim by British 
planes and light naval forces had 
been repulsed and that German 
army occupation of Northern Nor- 
way was continuing. 

A communique asserted that Ger- 
man warplanes had severely dam- 
aged a British aircraft carrier and 
a cruiser 125 miles off the Norwe- 
gian coast. 

British Raid on Stavanger. 

A British air raid on Stavanger 
was beaten off and one Vickers- 
Wellington bomber was shot down, 
the communique asserted. The 
British admitted loss of one plane 
in the Stavanger raid but said they 
wrecked numerous German aircraft 
and killed or founded a number of 
Germans. 

Meanwhile, the military occupa- 
tion of Norway was said to be pro- 
ceeding “according to systematic 
schedule.” 

The German-occupied area at 
Narvik, the Northern Norwegian 
iron ore port, was “expanded” in- 
land to Elveness without  resist- 
ance, the high command reported, 
and DNB, official German news 
agency, added that Norwegian 
troops had been disarmed in the 
advance. 

German troops also were report- 
ed to have reached Drammen, 
about 25 miles east of Oslo, and 
Eidsvold, about 40 miles northeast 
of Oslo.

Roosevelt, Signing Trade Pact Act, 
Says /t Strengthens Base for Peace 


WASHINGTON, April 12 (AP).— 
President Roosevelt signed today 
the bill extending the reciprocal 
trade program for three years and 


declared that Congress by enacting 
the measure demonstrated a de- 
termination to retain this “power- 
ful instrument for promoting our 
national economic well-being and 
for strengthening the foundations 
of stable. peace.” 

The President said the facts 
brought out by the “searching scru- 
tiny” Congress gave the program 
should leave no doubt in the minds 
of fair-minded persons that it “has 


brought demonstrable benefits to 


our nation as a whole and to every any fair-minded person that the 


interest directly concerned, and has 
not inflicted injury on any group 
of producers.” 

In a formal statement the Presi- 
dent declared: 

“The action of the Congress in 
continuing the operation of the 
trade agreements program is ex- 
pressive of the determination on

“I was very glad that, in the

continent than to Europe. But, he 
emphasized, he was looking at the 
present situation from the humani- 
tarian rather than the political 
angle. 

Greenland, he. continued, is in- 
habited by about 17,000 persons, 
most of thera Eskimos. There are 
a few hundred Danes, who have 
done a good job of community gov- 
ernment for these natives. Never- 
theless, the Danes have had to send 


supply ships every spring to give 
these people the necessaries of life.

Harry L. Jost, real estate dealer, 
who had received a court order yes- 
terday to turn over at once $16,667 
in cash and notes to an estate for 
which he had been executor, ended 
his life early today by drinking 


chairman of the Steel Workers’ Or- 
ganizing Committee, told the Tem- 
porary National Economic Commit- 
tee today. Technology, he declared, 
has already ousted 30,000 workers 


in the steel industry, and is due to| 


cost 40,000 additional jobs in the’ 
‘mext few years. 

Murray declared that his union 
was not opposed to advances of me- 
chanical technique, but on the con- 
trary conducted an educational 
campaign in their favor among its 
members. The problem, he stated, 
is how civilization may avail itself 
of the benefits of technology and 
at the same time eliminate its 
“cruel social cost.” 

The labor leader’s testimony was 
in direct opposition to that of two 
industrialists heard this week by 
the committee—Edsel Ford, presi- 
dent of the Ford Motor Co., and 
Charles R. Hook, president of the 
American Rolling Mill Co., known 
as “Armco.” Both declared that 
technology in the long run creates 
more jobs than it annihilates, and 
makes for better working condi- 
tions, higher wages and improved 
standards of living. : 

“Is the age of technology to spell 
the downfall of democracy?” asked 
the labor leader, “Or is the growth 
of industrial productive facilities 
to maintain democracy by promot- 
ing the well-being of the entire 
population? Out of this situation 
may develop the highest prosperity 
or the craziest national economy 
ever recorded.” 


“Services Hereby Terminated.” 


With sheet steel pouring out of 
strip mills at a speed of half-a- 
mile per minute, Murray declared, 
human labor is virtually dispensed 
with. He read letters declared to 
have been sent on March 29 by the 
Republican Steel Corporation to 
950 workers at Massillon and Niles, 
O., notifying them that, “on ac- 
count of the permanent discontinu- 
ance of operations of the sheet 
mills, your services are hereby ter- 
minated.” At the Massillon plant, 
he said, 500 or 600 additional work- 
ers will soon reccive the same no- 
tice. ° 
Aside from the inhuman effect 
of this wholesale abandonment of 
old-style mills upon. individuals, 
Murray asserted, it brings down 
ruin upon communities. He cited 
the instance of Newcastle, Pa., 
where in the last three years tech- 
nology has displaced 4500 hand mill 
operators and 1200 Bessemer steel 
workers. 

“Today,” he said, “State and Fed- 
eral governments are spending $3,- 
250,000 a year for relief in Newcas- 
tle. Of its whole population, 64 per 
cent, or 7000 families, are receiving 
or trying to get, some form of State 
or Federal aid.” 


53 Old. Plants Abandoned. 

He submitted a list of 53 old 
style plate, sheet and _ tin-plate 
plants permanently abandoned 
from 1929 to 1939, with a loss of 
37,000 jobs. In 14 other plants and 
departments, according to the wit- 
ness, 23,450 workers “are soon to 
be thrown into the streets.” He 
specified 18 small independent com- 
panies, employing 23,500 men, 
“which will soon close their doors 
for all time.” As another example 
of technological displacement, he 
referred to eight steel pipe plants 
in which 800 workers owe the loss 
of their jobs to the new butt-weld 
pipe mill. 

He described as “contemptible” 
announcements by industry that 
workers displaced by machinery 
will be reabsorbed, “some day, 
some where.” 

“This. callous attitude toward 
human suffering,” he exclaimed, 
“may yet bring a social upheaval 
in the wake of technology, unless 
industry enlarges its responsibility 
to include the consequences of the 
machine age.” 

As measures to ease the shock of 
technological changes, Murray pro- 
posed that the maximum work- 
week be reduced to 30 hours at pre- 
vailing wages or more, that ade- 
quate dismissal wages be provided 
for workers displaced by machines, 
that the Federal Government con-

How Pendergast Lost $125,000 
In One Day of Betting on Horses

ernoon has come to light in hitherto 
undisclosed testimony given in the 
Federal investigation of his income 
taxes, the Post-Dispatch learned 
today. 

The story as given to the 
Post-Dispatch from a responsible 
source, is to this effect: 

Pendergast placed his bets that 
afternoon through a Newark (N. J.) 
bookmaker who had called at Boss 
Tom’s office at 1908 Main street in 
connection with preyious transac- 
tions of the kind. Through the 
afternoon they kept the wires hum- 
ming, Pendergast winning and los- 
ing. When the last race was run, 
and the winnings were written off 
against the losses, Boss Tom was 
$125,000 in the hole. 

“Just write it on the cuff,” Pen-

'dergast is said to have told the 
bookie, “I’ll pay you later.” 

“I do business on a cash basis 
only,” protested the bookie. 

“Not in Kansas City,” the Boss 
is said to have retorted. 

One word led to another. Final- 
ly, so the story goes, Pendergast 
telephoned to Charles V. Carollo, a 
political lieutenant and “collector” 
from gambling houses, and Carollo 
soon appeared and paid off. 

Pendergast went to Leavenworth 
penitentiary last May 29 to serve a 
15-month sentence on his plea of 
guilty of income tax evasion. With 
time off for good behavior, he is 
scheduled to get out May 30, when 
five-year parole terms on a three- 
year suspended sentence on anoth- 
er count of his indictment will be- 
come effective.

TUCKER AND FORD 
SPONSOR THE PLAN 


Proposed Charge to Local 
Users for Superior Fuel 
Would Be Less Than 
Cost of Better Grades of 
Illinois Soft Coal. 


Negotiations to provide St. 
Louis with 500,000 to 1,500,000 
tons of smokeless coal for next 
winter are under way, it 
was learned today by the 
Post-Dispatch. A proposal by 
Arkansas coal mining interests 
is under consideration by the 
city through its Smoke Com- 
missioner, Raymond R. Tucker, 
and Chairman James L. Ford 
Jr. and members of the citizens’ 
Municipal Smoke Elimination 
Committee. 


There are two principal de- 


velopments: 


The Arkansas mining inter- 
ests are prepared to deliver from 
500,000 to 1,500,000 tons of Ar- 
kansas anthracite at a price 
which, it is calculated, will per- 
mit retail sales in the city at 
about $5.50 a ton. This fuel more 
than meets the minimum re- 
quirements of the city’s new 
smoke elimination ordinance. 
The price is less than that of 
the better grades of Southern 
Illinois soft coal. 


In support of this plan the 
Frisco Railway has agreed to, 
and will publish in its tariff, a 
reduced freight rate on trainload 
lots which would make possible 
the retail price at the figure 
stated. 


Frisco Freight Rate Terms. 


As part of the plan, the Frisco 
yesterday filed a proposed freight 
rate of $2 a ton on this coal when 
shipped from Fort Smith, Ark., in 
train loads of 2000 tons. The pro- 
ducers have submitted a price of 
$2 a ton at Fort Smith for lump 
coal, the sizes grading from six 
inches in diameter down to small 
particles. This would make the 
cost $4 a ton at the storage yards 
in St. Louis, and, under the plan, 
with an allowance of $1.50 a ton to 
cover dealer’s handling costs and 
profit, it would be retailed at $5.50 
a ton. Franklin County coal, one 
of the best Southern Illinois grades, 
now retails at about $6.50 a ton in 
St. Louis. 


The reduced rate will become ef- 
fective after publication in the 
tariff unless a protest is filed with 
the Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion. In case of protest the Com- 
mission has authority to suspend 
the rate pending a hearing and to 
determine finally whether or not 
the rate shall be made effective. 


The Municipal Smoke Elimina- 
tion Committee, on whose recent 
investigations and report the new 
smoke ordinance was based, was 
so impressed with the possibilities of 
Arkansas coal, that four of 
the members, including Chairman 
Ford and Smoke Commissioner 
Tucker, wen* to Fort Smith last 
Saturday to see the facilities for 
production and delivery of large 
tonnage, 


Arkansas anthracite has been 
and still is being sold in St. Louis, 
but currently at a price which puts 
it in the luxury class. It has been 
quoted at $8 to $10 a ton.

Home guard forces meanwhile 
were being organized and women 
were called to labor duty. 

Swedish authorities, meanwhile, 
looking to this country’s own se- 
curity, mined more than 100 miles 
of Sweden’s west coast from with- 
in 30 miles of the Norwegian fron- 
tier near Oslo south to Varberg, 
about midway down the Kattegat 
opposite the coast of Denmark.

British Communique. 

A British communique said: 

“The Air Ministry announces ex- 
tensive reconnaissance by R. A. 
F. Aircraft have been carried out 
over the North, Sea and the 
Skagerrak today in search of Ger- 
man naval forces. 

“Reports so far received indicate 
that one formation of bombers 
penetrated inti Kristiansand Fjord 
and attacked two German war- 
ships. 

“Our aircraft encountered heavy 
anti-aircraft and fighter opposition 
and in the course of the engage- 
ment five of them were brought 
down, 

“The full extent of the enemy 
losses is not known but at least 
two enemy fighters were shot down 
in flames and others were seen to 
be seriously damaged.” 


Attack at Stavanger. 

A statement amplifying accounts 
of last night’s said on German-oc- 
cupied Stavanger, on the southwest 
coast of Norway, said: 

“Numerous German fighter and 
bomber airplanes were wrecked by 
machine-gun fire and many of the 
staff and aircraft personnel were 
killed. 

“The raid was carried out by 
Wellington bombers accompanied 
by long-range fighters. 

“Three Junkers bombers were, 
seriously damaged and it is esti- 
mated 20 of the personnel were 
killed or injured.” 

Swedish reports said fighting was 
continuing at Trondheim. The Ger- 
man command reported British 
planes and light naval forces at- 
tacking Trondheim were driven off. 

Official sources today repeated 
yesterday's statement of the First 
Lord of the Admiralty, Winston 
Churchill, that British forces have 
made no landings along the Norwe- 
gian coast. 

An authoritative British source 
said there had been no major naval 
engagement in the Kattegat today. 

Theory as to Detonations. 

Reports of heavy’ detonations 
heard in those waters, a naval of- 
ficial said, may have been due to 
depth charge explosions since there 
is no doubt that the Germans have 
made vigorous search for British 
submarines attacking supply ship 
routes between Germany and Nor- 
way.

them to a bank as collateral for a 
loan to his company; had placed

Evidence showed, Judge Stahl-| 
huth said, that Mrs. Dickson’s 
trust in Jost was so great that she 
gave him access to her safe deposit 
box and in her will named him ex- 
ecutor without bond.

Why Schools Share in Sales Tax Funds. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

NOTICE, in discussing the financial 

woes of the State relief situation, 
numerous State Senators and Represent- 
atives are blaming the constitutional pro- 
vision, requiring one-fourth (increased to 
one-third by the State Legislature in 
1937) of all money received in the gen- 
eral revenue fund of the State to go to 
the public schools. This they hold re- 
sponsible for a diversion of part of the 
sales tax money from the relief purposes 
for which it was intended. 

These politicians should not be permit- 
ted thus to try to relieve themselves of 
responsibility. 

Originally, the sales tax money was 
to be earmarked for the purposes of 
relief. It was never intended for it to go 
into the general revenue fund. It did 
not have to go there and did not belong 
there. 

These legislators know the reason the 
change was made, and why these funds 
went into the general revenue. They 
know the lobby interests responsible for 
the change. 

If they think, or then thought, that one- 
third of this money should go to the 
public schools, let them be men enough 
to say so and stand the consequences. 
If they don’t think it belongs there, let 
them tell the public why it was put there. 

Instead of being earmarked for the spe- 
cific use of relief intended by the public 
—in which event the schools would have 
got none of it—this money was inten- 
tionally placed by the Legislature in the 
general revenue fund for the sole pur- 
pose that the schools would thus get one- 
third of it. 

I believe in ample support for the pub- 
lic schools, but this was not the place to 
raise the money. The general] public was 
double-crossed by the Legislature in this 
sales tax deal, and not by the Constitu- 
tion. ’ ALBERT ENNIS.

a "AFFAIRE Russell may have been, as 

some suggest, a teapot tempest, but 
assuredly the recent controversy was not 
the familiar une of embattled Olympian 
vs. outraged Philistinism. It was, rather, 
a case of pernicious pseudo-intellectual- 
ism vs. common sense. 

The veriest tyro in the field of sociol- 
ogy knows that the family unit is the 
keystone in the arch of civilization.

To this 
end, numerous negotiations have been conducted by 
James L. Ford Jr., chairman of the Smoke Elimina- 
tion Committee, and Smoke Commissioner Tucker, 
in the hope that private industry would act quickly 
to set up processing plants in Lllinois. 

These negotiations are bearing fruit. One such 
plant is already in operation. Others are being con- 
sidered. The State of Illinois is busily engaged in 
plans to produce smokeless briquets. And St. Clair 
County has asked the Legislature for authority to 
build a public processing plant; this request will be 
considered at the forthcoming special session of the 
Legislature. 

Despite all this activity, there is little or no 
chance that Illinois will be able by next winter to 
furnish St. Louis with smokeless fuel in the 
amounts needed to bring about a substantial reduc- 
tion of smoke. The various plans under considera- 
tion may not mature for several years. 

Messrs. Ford and Tucker are determined that St. 
Louis is never going through another, winter like 
the one just past, in which the smoke palls were the 
worst in the city’s history. They naturally fear the 
bad psychological effect if, despite all the agitation 
last winter, despite the new ordinance, despite an 
enlarged Division of Smoke Regulation, St. Louisans 
find when next October rolls around that the air is 
just as thick and dirty as ever. ' 
It is this which impels them to negotiate for a 
large supply of Arkansas anthracite, an ideal fuel 
which meets all the requirements of the smoke ordi- 
nance and which, if the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission approves the Frisco’s application for a low 
freight rate, can be sold in St. Louis at a reasonable 
price. 

No permanent arrangement, of course, will be 
made for Arkansas anthracite. If and when Illinois 
ean furnish St. Louis with smokeless fuel at a rea- 
sonable price, St. Louis will buy it» Besides, even 
though the Arkansas anthracite deal goes through 
on schedule, St. Louis will continue to remain a 
great market for Illinois’ fuel, to be burned with 
mechanical equipment. 

Meanwhile, the effect of the negotiations for Ar- 
kansas anthracite will have the effect of stimulating 
Illinois operators to improve their product; it will 
demonstrate to them that St. Louis has at last come 
to final grips with the smoke problem. 

If that point is clearly driven home, if Ilinois op- 
erators, some of whom cynically think that the 
latest anti-smoke movement is just another flare-up, 
are convinced that St. Louis really means busi- 
ness, the negotiations for Arkansas anthracite will 
have served a purpose valuable to Illinois mine op- 
erators as well as valuable to St. Louis. 
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ILLINOIS’ BIOFF. 

Peace has finally come to Illinois. A primary that 
looked for a time like civil war ended without blood- 
shed, and everybody seems to be satisfied with the 
results.

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THE AMERICAN FLAG FOR AMERICAN SHIPS. 

With the adoption of the present Neutrality Act 
came a great rush to haul down the American flag 
from the masts of merchant ships. Now there is the 
same kind of rush to run it up halyards that once 
flew the Norwegian and Danish colors. 

This effort to bring Scandinavia’s vessels under 
American registry is, of course, designed to keep 
them from falling into the hands of the Nazis as a 
result of the Northern Blitzkrieg. 

When American merchant marine operators, eager 
for the profits to be earned by entering waters for- 
bidden to their ships by the Neutrality Act, sought 
to raise the Panamanian flag, it was argued that a 
mere change of registry would not alter the funda- 
mental fact that these really were American vessels. 
Let a submarine sink one of them, and the owners 
would turn, not to Panama City, but to Washington 
for redress and protection. 

Will it be any different now if we allow Danish 
and Norwegian ships to be registered as American? 
Will Germany join in this game of make-believe? 
Will she give up what she regards as the spoils of 
war? If not, are we ready to defend our flag be- 
cause it was fired on while flying at a foreign mast? 

Washington already has taken a long step for the 
protection of Scandinavian interests by “freezing” 
such assets as they have in this country against Ger- 
man confiscation. However, it should not wink at 
the proposed change in registry of Danish and Nor- 
wegian vessels any more than, in the end, it tolerat- 
ed essentially false registration of American ships. 
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TOWARD FURTHER EXECUTIVE “FFICIENCY. 

President Roosevelt returned to an old theme in 
domestic affairs yesterday—reorganization of the 
Federal Government, 

Anticipating the automatic expiration of the 1929 
Reorganization Act, on Jan. 20, 1941, he proposed 
to Congress the re-enactment of this law, without 
exception, and recommended still further changes in 
the executive offices in the interest of economy and 
efficiency. 

' Recommendations beyond extension of the pres- 
ent law seem calculated chiefly to bring related gov- 
ernmental functions into administrative association. 
The Weather Bureau would be transferred from the 


Department of Agriculture to the Department of 


must have “the wisdom and understanding to realize 
that when government takes away financial assist- 
ance from one industry, fairness and justice re- 
quire that it: cut all, simultaneously, including the 
high protective tariff. The farmer must not be the 
only one to take the cut.” 

Thus the head of the Republican ticket four years 
ago has ‘caught up with his running mate in that 
campaign. Col. Frank Knox, discussing the farm 
problem at Pierre, 8S, D., a year or more ago, dis- 
avowed “the system of excessive high tariffs” and 
insisted we must “go back to a moderate tariff on do- 
mestic manufactures, sufficient to protect American 
wage standards and nothing else.” That is the one 
way to economic parity, he asserted, between agri- 
culture and industry. . 

It is to that end the Secretary of State has been 
patiently and iaboriously working by way of the 
agreements known as the Hull trade treaties. To 
that policy—the only genuine effort at tariff reform 
since the Underwood revenue law of the first Wilson 
administration—the Republicans of both branches of 
Congress have been hostile in the most reactionary 
tradition. In the recent test, the Republicans in Sen- 
ate and House unanimously supported amendments 
designed to cripple the trade agreements act, and, on 
final roll call, voted solidly against the extension 
bill. 

In the half-century since the McKinley law, the 


Aldrich tariff, a Fordney-McCumber tariff, and— 
last and most monstrous grab of all in the darkly 
troubled morning of the depression—the Hawley-

Its lot could more happily 
have been cast, we should think, in the sunny 
security of June. It does not possess the seasonal 
temperament or philosophy of its colleagues. 

The hyacinth, they say, despite its patrician ele- 
gance, has what it takes. It dies, if it must as deb- 
onairly as it lives. Experts in floral psychology 
tell us that the lilac is a misanthrope which expects 
the worst and doesn’t care a hang. And the myrtle 
is so happy to find itself alive that it counts every 
second of existence as so much velvet. The for- 
sythia’s reaction when pelted by snowflakes is said 
to be violent. Thegtulip, always in its cups, drinks 
jeeringly to whatever blasts may blow. Those with 
tears to shed, then, may weep over that orphan of the 
storm, the jonquil.

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A SALUTE TO THE CHATTANOOGA TRIBUNE. 

Chattanooga, Tenn., is perhaps not a large enough 
city to support three daily newspapers, but it has 
just seen the launching of a third paper which by all 
the canons of journalistic justice deserves to succeed. 

That paper is the Chattanooga Tribune, published 
by the scholarly and progressive editor, George Fort 
Milton, until last December publisher of the Chat- 
tanooga News. The News, under Milton, achieved 
editorial distinction. 

But the News was subjected to the competition of 
the Chattanooga Free Press, which started out as a 
throw-away advertising sheet of a chain-store grocer. 
To bolster the tactical advantage it had in being the 
house organ of a large advertiser, the Free Press 
picked up lucrative support from thé Tennessee 
Electric Power Co., which hated Milton for his 
champignship of the Tennessee Valley Authority and 
his advocacy of a municipally owned power plant. 

The power company, according to testimony given 
a congressional investigating committee, withdrew 
all its advertising from the News and advertised 
heavily in the Free Press at higher rates than 
were paid by others. These and other sharp meth- 
ods of competition eventually forced the News into 
financial difficulties, with the result that the bond- 
holders sold it out of Milton’s hands into those of his 
rival. 

The people of Chattanooga and the surrounding 
area who appreciate the value of an independent 
and courageous newspaper should rally to the sup- 
port of the Tribune. They can do @ service not only 
to themselves but to the whole country, by showing 
that they are not willing to see freedom of the press 
impaired by pressure from that small minority of 
commercial interests which may be tempted to stoop 
to such nefarious practices.

HE German invasion of Denmark may 
take the outside world and,perhaps the 
Danish people by surprise, but surely 
not its Government. In fact, practically all 
the Danish (or Swedish) military writers, 
including a great number of the General 
Staff officers who have come to the fore 
in the past two or three years, speak of the 
coming occupation of Denmark by German 
troops in the matter-of-fact tone which an 
astronomer would use in describing the in- 
evitable evolutions of the firmament. 

Germany’s plea is that with all her re- 
grets she will be compelled, in sheer “self- 
defense,” to swallow Denmark before that 
country falls a prey to the enemy’ who is 
bound to come in force and steal air bases 
from which to bomb his way into the 
Reich’s unprotected Northern flank. 

The fallacy of this contention jumps to 
the eye. For, quite apart from the fact 
that Germany’s Northern front, for all its 
vulnerability, has not, of course, been left 
unprotected, Germany’s pretense of fearing 
that the enemy might forestall her in seiz- 
ing Danish territory is utterly groundless. 
In fact, no other country but Germany 
could possibly overrun Denmark, least of 
all in a short space of time. 

There are only two ways of bringing Den- 
mark quickly to her knees: either by the 
threat of a devastating air raid on Copen- 
hagen or by invasion across the country’s 
only land frontier on Jutland. There is 
absolutely no other country but Germany 
which could use either of these two easy 
means of pressure. For Copenhagen is well 
out of reach of the bombers of any great 
Power but those coming from Germany, 
and her land frontier marches exclusively 
with that country, too. 

* . . 

Thus the only two other Powers which 
might, under certain conditions, attempt to 
seize Danish territory, i. e., Great Britain 
and Russia, would be left with no other 
choice than to try to land troops some- 
where on Denmark’s ghores. Now, any 
military expert will point out to you what 
a suicidal business such an attempt would 
be. It is regarded as practically impossible 
to land troops on the west coast of Jutland 
in the face of armed Danish resistance, and 
it would be not a bit more comfortable to 
try to land them, instead, on Zealand, Fu- 
nen or the east coast of Jutland. 

Any layman will understand that Ger- 
many has no ground whatever for her al- 
leged fears lest an enemy should seize Den- 
mark’s territory under her nose. When it 
comes to the point, German troops and 
ships, let alone airplanes, will always ar- 
rive first, a long while ahead of their ad- 
versaries, 

There is no risk whatever for Germany 
in leaving Denmark alone up to the mo- 
ment that country makes a hostile move or 
foreign aggression against it is actually in 
progress. Germany, by such a policy of real 
good will and restraint, which need not in- 
terfere in any way with the taking of all 
necessary precautions on her own soil, 
would lose nothing but what the Nazis are 
out to seek: a cheap excuse for stealing 
their neighbors’ land! "

HAIRMAN MARTIN DIES has appealed 

to the “people of this country” to uphold 
his Committee on un-American Activities in 
its present campaign against Communism. 
Mr. Dies, it seems, was moved to such action 
because a Federal District Judge in Penn- 
sylvania had ordered the arrest of two 
agents of the committee, charged with de- 
priving a Communist political candidate 
of his civil rights during a recent raid. 

Just how the chairman expects to take his 
cause to the nation is not entirely clear. 
But what is more important, neither is the 
nature of the indorsement he seeks. 

If Mr. Dies wants an'expression of popular 
support for the general purposes of the in- 
quiry upon which the committee is engaged, 
he has already had it, not once but repeated- 
ly. By now, in fact, it should be plain that 
the country is behind this investigation in- 
to subversive activities, and wil] not tolerate 
intereference with its legitimate prosecution, 

If, however, Mr. Dies is looking for blan- 
ket approval of everything the committee 
and its agents have done or may do, that is 
a different matter altogether.

OSLO: Capital city of Norway. 
Do not say “AHZ-lo.” The first 
syllable is like the interjection “oh”; 
the second syllable is exactly like 
the word slow. Correct pronuncia- 
tion: OH-slow. 

COPENHAGEN: Capital city of 


Denmark. Not “Copen-HAH-gen.”| 
The third syllable rhymes with say, 
day. Correct pronunciation: CO- 
p’n-HAY-gen. 

SKAGERRAK: An arm of the 
North Sea south of Norway. The 
first syllable should not rhyme with 
badge. The first “a” is broad (ah) 
as in father; the “g” is hard as in 
dog. Correct pronunciation: 
SKAHG-er-rak. 

KATTEGAT: An arm of the 
North Sea between Sweden and 
Denmark. The name is pronounced 
to rhyme with “fatty cat.” Correct 
pronunciation: “KAT-ee-gat. 
BERGEN: Norwegian seaport. 
The first syllable does not rhyme 
with her, as in Edgar Bergen; it 
should rhyme with hair, fair. Cor- 
rect pronunciation: BAIR-gen. 
HAAKON: King of Norway (cor- 
rect name: Christian Frederick 
Charles George Waldemar Axel). 
The first syllable rhymes with law;

DEAD; PREPARES FOR 
NEW RESTRICTIONS 
Continued From Page One. 


between the German and Danish 
authorities. 

Otherwise, there were few re- 
minders of the week’s lightning 
events. Denmark has accepted 
German occupation placidly. 

The Danes merely have gone back 
to work. This is the full expres- 
sion of their deeply peaceful atti- 
tude and their conviction that, 
anyway, there was no choice but 
to accept if a major Power invad- 
ed Denmark, 

The sight of German army 

trucks rolling through Danish 
streets brings only brief stares 
now. The major ‘interest has 
turned to the effects that occupa- 
tion will have on Denmark’s com- 
merce—therefore on employment. 
There is sorrow over what has 
happened. There is curiosity, wor- 
ry and, to some extent, fear. But 
there also is a tone of acceptance 
of something regarded as beyond 
control. 
In these respects, the occupation 
of Denmark must be regarded not 
only as amazing in its efficiency 
and speed but also as extraordi- 
nary emotionally. 


More Than Army Corps. 


The scattered resistance which 

did occur was only incidental 
when “considerably more” than an 
army corps—45,000 to 75,000 men— 
poured into Denmark Tuesday. 
The Danes’ years of belief that 
they were not a fighting nation, 
and could not be a fighting na- 
tion, had their effect. The result 
was an almost flawless shift com- 
pared with other circumstances in 
which the German army has taken 
over. 
This was evident from the mo- 
ment when telephone calls told for 
the first time that “the Germans 
have crossed the frontier” and that 
Denmark had been drawn into the 
war's vortex. 

It was evident when the first 

bombers roared low over Copen- 
hagen’s rooftops, their motors 
thundering a warning against re- 
sistance and their crews flooding 
the city with green leaflets an- 
nouncing that Nazi occupation was 
a fact. 
It was evident in the very lack 
of panic among the civilian popu- 
lation. -Early risers on their way 
to shops and factories did not run 
at sight of the bombers. They 
merely stood and watched, shrug- 
ging their shoulders as if to say, 
“Well, here it is.” 

There had been no weeks of 
“white war,” no stirring of deep 
antagonism to send them running 
for cover. 

As a result, machine guns which 
appeared in Copenhagen were more 
curiosities than anything else and 
bombers overhead were things of 
speed and power rather than po- 
tential bearers of death and de 
struction. 

The Danes as a people can not 
in their hearts believe that any- 
one would want to drop bombs on 
them,

Cardinals Get 39 of 76 Votes 
To Finish First in 1940 Race 


Redbirds Given 557 Points 
in Annual Poll to 550 for 
Reds — Dodgers Picked 
for Third. 


NEW YORK, April 12 (AP).— 
Baseball “experts” as a whole are 
generally agreed that the 1940 Na- 
tional League race will be a two- 
team affair, but right there the 
general agreement stops. They are 
split almost 50-50 on whether the 
St. Louis Cardinals or the Cincin- 
nati Reds will come home in front, 
with a slight edge going to the St. 
Louis entry. 

Of the 76 sports writers taking 


part in the Associated Press poll 
all but three named either the 
Cards or Reds in the No. 1 spot, 
the Cards drawing 39 first-place 
votes to 34 for the defending cham- 
pions. One long-shot addict picked 
the Pirates and two strung along 
with the Cubs. 

Second-place ballots also were 
pretty well cornered by the 1-2 
teams, although nine voters picked 
the Cubs for the runnerup spot, six 
named the Giants, four the Dodgers 
and two the Pirates. 

There the common agreement 
ceased, however, and it was every 
man for himself the rest of the 
way in, or at least down to the 
Bees and Phillies.. The Phillies 
escaped being a unanimous last- 
place choice by three seventh-place 
votes, and the Bees escaped a simi- 
lar seventh-place designation by 
drawing one fourth, one fifth, two 
sixth and three eighth-place votes. 

So varied is the opinion of all 
except the first two and last two 
teams that two of them were nomi- 
nated for six different positions, 
and the Pirates were picked for 
every place but eighth. In fact, 
even the Cardinals were named for 
every spot down to and including 
the fifth, and the Reds were 
dropped back to fourth by two 
voters. 

On a point basis—eight for a 
first, seven for a gecond, etc.— 
the Cards edged out the Reds by 
seven points—6557 to 550.

end of this complaint,” Lincoln 
said. “One ink manufacturer wrote 
me a big New York paper and one 
in Chicago average 15 of these com- 
plaints a day. All of us are much 
concerned about it, publishers, 
newsprint and ink manufacturers. 
We are getting together on it in 
an effort to rid newspaper readers 
of this inconvenience. The ink 
smudge problem has been made the 
subject of extensive investigation 
and laboratory tests. They are still 
going on. Unfortunately no solution 
has been arrived at as yet. 


“There are several -explanations 
we might offer our readers. We 
might say of smudge, as the hot 
weather defenders do, it isn’t the 
ink, but the humidity. The com- 
plaints are seasonal. When hu- 
midity is high the paper will be 
moist and the ink slow to dry. Mois- 
ture of the hands in summer natur- 
ally invites the smudge. If the dif- 
ficulty has increased over recent 
years, it may be because newspa- 
pers are tending to blacker, more 
contrasting effects in printing. 
That requires more ink.

mineral oils and toners. It is 
necessary to formulate in this man- 
ner in order to get quick penetra- 
tion demanded by high speed print- 
ing. When you consider that metro- 
politan newspapers are printed at 
approximately 36,000 to 45,000 copies 
per hour, or, roughly, 10 per second, 
folded and delivered, you can real- 
ize that the ink must set into the 
paper at almost unbelievable speed. 
“Newsprint is like blotting pa- 
per, ink dries by penetration. The 
vehicle naturally goes into the pa 
per faster than the pigment, leav- 
ing the carbon on top. It is for 
this reason smudge comes off on 
white gloves, clothes and table 
cloths. Time is an element in the 
problem. Given time, the pigment 
will dry. That is why a newspaper 
fresh off the press is not to be 
compared with newspapers and 
periodicals several days old. A 
proud boast of the Post-Dispatch 
is that it serves today’s news today. 
“Another explanation of the more 
recent complaints about smudge is 
that in the interest of speed a 
different process of printing is 
used. Formerly we used less ink 
and depended on heavy pressure to 
force the ink into the paper. That 
slows up the presses. In recent 
years newspapers, where they have

the facilities, have all gone over to 
the ‘kiss’ impression. We save on 
pressure but we must have a more 
copious flow of ink. 

“This file, while it contains a 
number of letters .of complaint 
about smudge, is filled mostly with 
reports. on a vast amount of re- 
search on this technical problem. 
The ink people are making an ear- 
nest effort and are being pressed 
by newspapers all over the country. 
It is a problem for some enter- 
prising inventor to take hold of. 
Many remedies have been sug- 
gested and research is still going 
on. 

“As yet, it’s just a question 
whether newspaper readers want 
their news fresh and a little moist 
or older and dryer.” 


At this point I reluctantly pro- 
duced the other complaint, although, 
after all, it might serve to lighten 
the dark mood of the chief trouble 
shooter on all physical aspects of 
the paper. It had to do not with 
our smudge but our smell. An edi- 
torial writer on the Mexico (Mo.) 
Intelligencer doesn't like the smell 
of the Post-Dispatch. In fact he 
says our paper “stinks.” Not its 
contents, but it’s surface, he is 
kind enough to add.

THERS and mothers do well 
to send their children to Sun-

Now, even though North's nine of 
hearts turned into an entry for 
the successful finessing of spades, 
East naturally did not cover the 
spade queen or jack and North 
therefore was held to three spade 
tricks, three hearts, and the two 
minor suit aces.

But he wanted to win a victory 
for the people in spite of the peo- 
ple’s indifference to its own inter- 
ests. The juries which represented 


the people were always betraying 
themselves and the people. It was 
his high duty to save the people 
from themselves. 

Phoebe found Kirke admirable, 
high-minded—yet a little on the 
dull side since he wanted to stick 
to facts, and facts grow stupid 
with repetition, while Murray’s 
mind was always inventing new 
fables. 

While he was preparing for 
Hugo’s case, Kirke’s office won 
brilliant successes in convicting 
criminals who were charged with 
mere bank robberies, briberies, 
swindles, assaults, burglaries. He 
got a few unromantic murderers 
sentenced to death almost too 
easily. But in Hugo’s case every- 
thing was thrown out of perspec- 
tive and focus. 

If ever crime were wanton, ruth- 
less, and devastating to a cloud of 
innocent bystanders, Hugo’s deed 
was, and yet because it was what 
the French called a crime passion- 
nel, it seemed to destroy all com- 
mon sense, for common sense is 
the enemy of love, and the hatred 
fis returned. All the world loves a 
lover, especially when he sets him- 
self and the world on fire. 


While Murray was building up 
his preposterous but persuasive 
version of the murder, he was not 
forgetting that it could never suc- 
ceed unless he took good care of 
the hostile witnesses. The District 
Attorney would bring them for- 
ward in great numbers and they 
would soon turn Murray’s pathetic 
hero into a cowardly villain if their 
stories were allowed to stand un- 
challenged, for they had seen the 
deed committed. 


His forlorn hope was that even 
if he could not break down their 
testimony he could use it to demon- 
strate Hugo's insanity at the time. 
The very fact that instead of lying 
in ambush for Martin he went out 
and killed him before a crowd could 
be made to show that reason did 
not control his rash actions. 


But Murray hoped not to be 
driven to that last resort. His 
strategy would be to discredit the 
witnesses, to impugn their mo- 
tives and burlesque their charac- 
ters so that their testimony would 
be more damning to themselves 
than to the defendant. 

He would never forget that a 
jury is not a college of scientific 
historians rigidly determined to get 
at the exact facts without emo- 
tional bias. A jury is an audience 
at a play. A jury is an emotional 
crew easily swayed into throwing 
witnesses overboard as Jonahs, and 


facts.” Like every other human 
ideal this is “more honored in the 
breach than the observance.” 

Murray knew from experience 
and from studying the methods of 
the most successful criminal law- 
yers, that when you cannot dis- 
prove what an eyewitness testi- 
fies, you can utterly wreck the 
value of his testimony:by making 
the witness look ridiculous or vici- 
ous, by bullying him or wheedling 
him into contradictons, or by ren- 
dering him odious to the jury. 

In a jury’s mind, if a witness 
sees a crime committed, and he 
can be shown up as a person of 
confused mind or spiteful motive, 
the crime becomes his own and the 
criminal is cleared by a sort of 
scapegoat transfer of guilt. 

There was no lack of hostile wit- 
nesses in the Ryder murder case, 
and many of them were actually 
hostile to the defendant. They 
wanted him hanged, less because 
of what he had done to Martin 
Yorke than because of what he 
had done to them. ; 

It was undoubtedly inconvenient 
to Martin Yorke to be killed off 
without warning, but that was his 
business, not theirs. Their enmity 
was against Hugo Ryder for turn- 
ing a pleasant evening of carnival 
hilarity and more or less harmless 
flirtation into a festival of scandal 
and nation-wide ridicule or worse. 


Two or three of the witnesses 
had got into trouble with their 
churches, Three or four had lost 
their jobs because they were greet- 
ed with scorn when their pictures 
were published in evil company. 
One or two men in financial straits 
were forced to give up journeys of 
vital importance.
